poll: 
At 3 o'clock yesterday ‘afternoon, 


Vice Admiral Faravelli signalled that 
the bombardment was about te. begin. 
Three vessels, including the flagship 
Lenedetto brino steamed up to within 
two kilometres (about a mile and a 
third) of the town, 

At 3.30 o'clock the Garibaldi. fired 
the first shells directed at the gev- 
ernor's palace. Immediately the pa- 
lace and the Amelia Sultana forts te- 
plied. 

After the bombordment had pro- 
gressed for one hour, shells from the 
Varez destroyed the lighthouse, 

The Italian fire was now beccening 
heavier, while that of the forts was 
growing feeble. The governor's »a- 
lace was riddled swith shots, The 
central forts ceased firing at five 
o'clock, but the outer forts kept up 4 
defense. A number cif fires broke out. 
The bombardment ceased at dark, 

Bombardment Resumed, 

The bombardment was resumed this 
morninggbut the outer forts were un- 
able to reply. The Turks removed 
their guns to the heights beyond the 
town and re-cpened fire but were dis- 
persed by shrapnel and fed in all ¢i- 
rections. The first white flags begaa 
to appear. 

The fleet was unharmed, 
kish projectiles all falling wide 
the battleships. 

Numbers of daring Arabs watched 
the spectacle from the minarets which 
surround the town, 

Italians Were Merciful, 

Rome, Oct, 4, via Frontier—Rear 
Admiral Aubrey, in ccanmand of the 
Italian fleet at Tripoli reports that in 
bombarding that city he spared all the 
consulates, hospitals, churches, monas- 
teries and convents, aiming only at the 
forts, The range of the Turkish guns 
was so short that the Italian ships 
were enabled to approach the city 
closely and so take accurate aim, 

The bombardment was protracted 
because of this extreme care to avoid 
useless blocdshed and to respect the 
homes of non-combatants and the 
mosques. Moreover, the firing was ut 
long intervals as Admiral Aubrey and 
Vice Admiral Fravelli expected at any 
moment to see the white flag run up 
indicating a desire tc surrender 

Rome, via Frontier, Oct, 4—In,-au- 
tioning the fleet's commanders to iim;t 
their action to silencing the batteries 
and compelling the Turkish garrison 
to surrender the admiral asked them 
to remember that the provinces were 
abcut to pass under Italian control 
and the more damage done the great- 
er would be the expense of repair 
later, 

Like Shooting Competition, 

A message from Admiral Thaon di 
Revel says the action appeared more 
like a shooting competition tnan a 
bombardment, Olticers and sailors 
Placed wagers on the result, In one 
instance an order was given to dis- 
mantic a particular battery, 

One gunner was heard to say; “I'll 
bet I can knock down the left turret 
at the first shot,” When the smoke 
had cleared away the turret had dis- 
appeared, The same voice speke 
again: “Now the right turret.” In 
a flash the second mark was in ruins. 

Representatives of the foreign gov- 
ernments admire the organization o” 
the cenaceship which although strong: 
ly condemned by the press, |t appears 
now that the government executed a 
bit of strategy at the expense of the 
correspondents at Tripoli 

They were permitted to go to the 
scene of war, scme being accommo- 
dated on vessels of the fleet, This ac 
tien was rather a surprise in view o!
